COLEMANS  OF  CANTON,  ILLINOIS, 
AND  ALLIED  FAMILIES 


In  tracing  the  genealogical  record  and  history  of  the  Canton,  Illinois, 
Colemans  and  allied  families,  free  use  has  been  made  of  every  source  of 
information  available.  Facts  and  data  have  been  taken  from  the  Congress¬ 
ional  Library,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  State  House  Libraries  at  Trenton,  N.  J., 
and  at  Springfield,  Ill.,  and  from  the  Newberry  Genealogical  Library,  of 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

There  are  several  branches  of  Colemans  and  Pools  in  America,  having 
emigrated  from  Europe  at  different  times.  For  this  particular  branch  of 
Colemans  and  Pools,  Chambers’  "Early  Germans  of  New  Jersey/’  and  “The 
Coleman  Family,”  by  James  Cash  Coleman  of  Goshen,  Orange  County,  N.  Y., 
furnish  considerable  data.  Through  the  latter,  the  first  four  generations  of 
the  Canton  branch  are  traced  and  the  next  generation  is  recorded  in  Cham¬ 
bers,  bringing  the  record  down  within  the  knowledge  of  surviving  members 
of  the  Canton  family  (1936).  Chambers  also  carries  the  Pool  genealogy"  down 
to  the  same  point.  Through  these  sources,  the  Colemans  trace  their  ancestry 
to  William  Coleman,  who  was  born  in  England  about  the  year  1619  and  when 
16  years  old  came  from  Gravesend,  England,  to  America,  landing  in  Virginia, 
July  24,  1635,  and  going  from  there  to  Gloucester,  Mass.,  where  he  married 
a  farmer’s  daughter,  but  the  name  of  the  farmer  is  not  given.  On  April  18, 
1680,  he  died,  leaving  a  William,  by  this  wife. 

This  William  Coleman  II,  was  born  at  Gloucester,  Mass.,  in  1650,  and 
died  in  1705.  He  married  Mary  Mapes,  born  in  1662  and  died  in  1707.  They 
moved  to  Southold,  Suffolk  Co.,  New  York,  and  in  1675  he  was  rated  as  a 
wealthy  farmer  of  that  county.  Suffolk  County  comprises  the  eastern  part 
of  Long  Island.  (Documentary  History  of  New  York.  Vol.  II,  page  453.) 

William  Coleman  III  was  the  oldest  son  of  William  Coleman  II  and 
Mary  (Mapes)  Coleman.  He  was  born  in  1680  and  died  in  1742.  He  set¬ 
tled  in  Orange  County,  New  York  and  in  1738  bought  1016  acres  of  land  on 
the  Island  of  Nassau.  His  wife’s  name  was  Mary. 

William  Coleman  III  had  two  brothers,  John  and  George,  whose  sons 
and  grandsons  together  with  the  sons  and  grandsons  of  William  Coleman 
played  a  very  important  part  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  They  enlisted  from 
New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.

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COLEMAN-POOLE  GENEALOGY 


The  name  Coleman  was  derived  from  the  Latin  “collis”  a  hill  or  moun¬ 
tain.  Therefore,  we  find  that  the  family  were  hill-men  or  mountaineers.  In 
old  records  the  name  is  found  frequently  spelled  Collesmen. 

As  far  back  as  known  in  history,  the  name  Coleman  first  appears  A.  D. 
664  as  that  of  a  celebrated  Scotch  Bishop  of  Lindesfarde,  or  Holy  Island,  on 
the  northeast  coast  of  England,  below  the  Tweed.  In  consequence  of  a 
vehement  controversy,  he  retired  and  built  a  monastery  on  the  Island  of  Hii, 
or  Iona,  on  the  west  coast  of  Scotland.  Iona,  one  of  the  smaller  of  the 
Hebrides,  was  the  “Blessed  Isle”  of  early  Christian  days  in  the  British  Isles, 
and  the  scene  of  frequent  pilgrimages.  Kings  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  and 
Scandinavia  were  brought  to  be  buried  in  the  soil  of  this  sacred  island.  Rude 
old  stone  structures,  religious  symbols  of  a  pre-Christian  era,  still  abound. 
Until  comparatively  recently,  the  Christian  islanders  conducted  certain  cere¬ 
monies  about  them. 

Later  this  Scotch  Bishop  built  another  monastery  on  the  Island  of  Inisho- 
finde,  on  the  west  of  Ireland,  and  also  another  on  this  island,  now  annexed  to 
the  Archbishopric  of  Taum,  in  Ireland,  where  he  died  A.  D.  676. 

Another  Bishop  Coleman,  a  Bishop  in  Ireland,  baptized  by  the  former, 
built  yet  another  monastery  on  the  island.  A  third  was  murdered  with  the 
Bishop  of  W urtsburg  in  Germany  A.  D.  689.  One  of  this  name  from  Scot¬ 
land,  in  the  eleventh  century,  went  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Jerusalem,  and  was 
slain  in  Austria,  and  became  a  patron  saint  of  the  country  A.  D.  1015.  These 
all  have  a  place  in  the  Roman  Calendar.  The  18th  of  October  is  still  noted 
as  the  memorable  day  of  the  saint  last  mentioned.  The  name  Kohlman  early 
appears  in  German  history,  and  there  are  numerous  Coleman  families  in  Ger¬ 
many,  England,  Ireland,  and  the  United  States.  In  heraldry  there  are  three 
coats  of  arms  of  different  branches  of  the  Coleman  familv.  Our  branch  is 

s' 

described  in  the  following  phrases  containing  several  Latin  terms :  “Arms, 
per  fesse  argent  et  sable,  a  cross  patonce  between  four  mullets  counterchanged. 
Crest,  a  greyhound’s  head,  sable  gorged  with  a  collar  and  ring  argent  charged 
with  three  mullets  sable.”  These  symbols  were  emblazoned  on  the  shield.  The 
fesse  was  a  metal  band  crossing  the  shield  horizontally,  and  in  this  particular 
shield,  was  black  and  silver.  Through  this  band  were  the  arms,  usually 
represented  by  spears.  On  the  band  was  a  particularly  constructed  cross 
called  a  patonce  cross.  This  was  between  four  mullets  or  five-pointed  stars 
counterchanged,  that  is,  the  colors  mutually  arranged  according  to  the  back¬ 
ground.  Where  the  band  was  black  the  star  was  silver,  and  where  the  band 
was  silver  the  star  was  black.  The  crest  was  the  head  of  a  greyhound  black 
encircled  with  a  silver  collar  and  ring,  on  which  were  three  black  stars. 

Different  coats  of  arms  were  arranged  differently,  and  the  shape  of  the 
shield  was  of  three  general  forms.  The  crest  might  be  a  lion,  an  eagle,  or  arm 
other  symbolic  animal  which  the  family  might  choose. 
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“The  tradition  of  the  Coleman  family  in  America  is,  that  William  Cole¬ 
man,  at  the  age  of  16,  was  transported  to  America  from  Gravesend,  England. 
Through  the  instigation  of  the  brother-in-law  of  William’s  brother  George, 
William  being  the  heir  of  his  father’s  estate,  and  to  get  him  out  of  the  way, 
had  him  transported.  The  list  of  those  transported  at  that  time  consisted  of 
more  than  260  names.  In  proof  whereof :  “These  underwritten  names  are  to 
be  transported  to  Virginia  embarked  on  the  ship  Assurance,  examined  by  the 
minister  of  the  town  of  Gravesend  of  their  conformitie  in  our  religion,  the 
men  having  taken  the  oath  of  allegience  and  supremicie.”  History  further 
says  that  of  these  early  immigrants  to  Virginia,  many  were  killed  by  the 
Indians,  some  starved,  and  some  went  to  the  other  colonies.  The  Massa¬ 
chusetts  records  show  that  among  the  latter  was  our  William  Coleman,  who 
settled  near  Gloucester,  Mass.  “In  these  records,  we  find,”  says  James  Cash 
Coleman,  of  Goshen,  New  York,  who  has  done  much  research  of  the  Coleman 
family,  and  is  reputed  to  have  a  list  of  over  5,000  names  belonging  to  this 
branch  of  the  Colemans,  “that  William  Coleman,  aged  16  years,  was  trans¬ 
ported  in  the  ship  Assurance  from  Gravesend,  England,  on  the  24th  of  July, 
1635.”  The  tradition  further  says  that  the  captain  of  the  ship  on  the  arrival 
in  America,  bound  him  out  to  a  farmer,  and  that  he  married  that  farmer’s 
only  daughter. 

There  were  numerous  settlements  of  Colemans  in  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut  coming  from  the  mother  country  to  the  newT  colonies.  The  records 
show  on  what  ships  these  were  transported,  and  there  is  much  interesting 
history  written  about  the  families  and  individuals  bearing  this  name. 

In  the  records  of  the  early  pioneer  days  there  are  accounts  of  encounters 
with  the  Redmen.  In  endeavoring  to  repulse  these  numerous  attacks,  some¬ 
times  the  white  men  were  killed  and  the  women  were  led  away  captives.  An 
account  of  a  John  Coleman  moving  to  Hatfield  after  the  destruction  of  Deer¬ 
field  by  the  Indians,  notes  that  on  September  30,  1677,  his  two-year-old 
daughter,  Bethia,  together  with  the  mother  were  massacred  by  the  Indians. 

The  discovery  of  Long  Island  by  the  Europeans  was  made  by  Hendric 
Hudson  early  in  September,  1609.  He  entered  New  York  harbor  on  the  third 
of  September.  During  the  week,  a  boat’s  crew,  engaged  in  making  explora¬ 
tions,  landed  at  Coney  Island,  the  first  portion  of  land  pressed  by  the  foot  of 
wrhite  men.  On  the  sixth,  John  Coleman,  of  a  party  that  was  sent  up  the  river 
to  sound  and  explore,  was  killed,  and  two  others  wounded  by  a  party  of  26 
savages  in  two  canoes.  Next  day  Coleman’s  body  was  buried  on  the  shore 
and  the  place  of  his  interment  was  named  Coleman’s  Point.  Coleman’s  Point 
is  now  called  Sandy  Hook. —  (Newberry  Library,  Chicago,  E7C6793.) 

A  very  amusing  and  exciting  incident  is  related  by  one  writer.  In  those 
early  days  there  were  many  fierce  wild  beasts  infesting  the  country,  and  many 
times  became  very  troublesome  and  destructive,  to  the  pioneers.  On  several 
occasions  one  of  the  Coleman  men  had  lost  a  pig  or  a  lamb,  and  he  determined, 
if  possible,  to  capture  the  intruder.  On  one  particular  night  of  this  prowler’s 
visitation,  a  light  snow  had  fallen,  and  revealed  the  fact  that  the  visitor  was  a 
bear,  and  was  tracked  to  a  cave  in  the  neighborhood.  It  was  rather  puzzling 
to  know  how  to  meet  this  situation.  Finally,  Mr.  Coleman  suggested  that  a 
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roj)e  be  tied  around  his  body  and  lie  would  enter  the  cave  and  shoot  the  bear. 
When  the  men  holding  the  rope  felt  a  sudden  jerk  they  were  to  haul  him  out 
in  haste.  With  his  gun  he  entered  the  cave,  crawling  through  the  small  opening 
on  his  hands  and  knees.  By  means  of  a  candle,  he  discovered  that  Mr.  Bear, 
anxious  to  hide,  had  stuck  his  head  in  a  wride  crack  in  the  rocks,  made  no 
effort  to  back  out,  and  could  not  turn  around.  Mr.  Coleman  loosened  the  rope 
from  his  body  and  tied  it  around  the  bear’s  hind  leg.  Then  he  gave  the  rope 
a  sudden  jerk.  Imagine  the  consternation  when  Mr.  Bear  was  drawn  out 
instead  of  Mr.  Coleman. 

The  history  of  the  Colemans  would  not  be  complete  without  mentioning 
their  military  record.  Nor  might  the  Revolutionary  War  been  so  completely 
decisive  without  the  services  of  these  stalwart  and  loyal  sons  of  the  colonies. 
From  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  and  New  Jersey  they  enlisted 
in  great  numbers.  They  are  mentioned  in  many  of  the  great  battles — Mon¬ 
mouth,  Stony  Point,  Morristown.  Fathers  with  all  their  sons  are  found  on 
the  battlefield.  Privates,  officers,  and  surgeons.  In  regiments  1-5  from 
Orange  County,  New  York,  there  were  21  Colemans. 

One  authority  speaking  of  the  D.  A.  R.,  states  that  the  Colemans  have  the 
largest  list  of  ancestors  proved  up  of  any  that  belong  to  that  organization.

Samuel  Coleman  was  the  son  of  William  Coleman  III  and  Mary  Coleman- 
He  was  born  in  Blooming  Grove,  Orange  County,  New  York,  in  1705.  He 
moved  from  Blooming  Grove,  New  York,  about  1744,  to  Morris  County,  New 
Jersey.  He  died  in  1772.  His  wife,  Rebecca,  was  born  in  1722  and  died  in 
1776.  Both  are  buried  at  Chester,  Morris  County,  New  Jersey.  Samuel  Cole¬ 
man’s  will,  Roxbury,  June  17,  1772,  probated  July  29,  Trenton,  Liber  L,  Folio 
10,  names  wife  Rebecca  and  15  children  as  follows  :

His  will  speaks  of  land  at  Blooming  Grove,  Orange  County,  New  York, 
as  obtained  by  deed  November  17,  1742. 

Beniamin  Coleman  was  the  ninth  child  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  Coleman. 
He  was  born  in  Morris  County,  New  Jersey,  on  May  1,  1740,  and  died  June 
27,  1806.  In  1792  Benjamin  purchased  one  hundred  acres  of  land  near  the 
present  site  of  Hackettstown.  His  wife’s  name  was  Sarah,  and  their  children 
were  as  follows :

In  1802  John  Coleman  purchased  the  homestead,  buying  out  the  heirs. 
The  house  on  this  homestead  was  a  spacious  building.  Adjoining  it  was  a 
large  flat  rock,  24  feet  long,  16  feet  wide  and  4  feet  high.  This  served  as  the 
bottom  of  the  kitchen  porch  in  front  of  the  kitchen  door;  it  also  served  as  a 
nice  spot  on  which  the  children  might  play.  Surrounding  this  home  was  a 
large  fruit  orchard  of  apple  and  pear  trees.  The  rock  and  the  orchard  are 
the  only  things  that  now  mark  the  site  of  the  old  homestead. 

On  February  2,  1799,  he  married  Margaret  Hedden,  (dau)  of  Joseph 
and  Martha  (Oliver)  Hedden,  of  Roxbury.  She  was  born  February  24,  1780, 
and  died  about  1810.

Margaret  Hedden  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Martha  (Oliver) 
Hedden.  She  was  born  February  24,  1780,  and  died  about  1810.  She  was 
married  to  John  Coleman,  in  New  Jersey. 

Joseph  Hedden  was  born  in  New  York  in  1742  and  died  at  Chester,  New 
Jersey,  in  1838.  He  married  Martha  Oliver,  born  in  1760  and  died  in  1842. 
Joseph  Hedden  served  as  a  private  Middlesex  County  Reg.  N.  J.  troops.  His 
record  is  proved  for  membership  in  the  D.  A.  R.  in  Vol.  98,  No.  121. 

The  History  of  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  in  the  Newberry  Library, 
Chicago,  p.  38,  relates  that  Joseph  Hedden  Sr.,  who  lived  to  be  96  years  old, 
spoke  with  pride  of  the  fact  that  he  had  eight  sons  in  the  service  during  the 
long  battle  for  freedom.  His  son,  Joseph  Hedden  Jr.,  was  marked  by  the 
British  as  such  a  bitter  enemy  of  their’s,  that  he  was  worthy  of  the  bitterest 
persecution.  Finally  on  January  25,  1780,  they  dragged  him  from  his  sick 
bed,  in  his  night  clothes,  severely  wounding  Airs.  Hedden.  At  the  point  of  a 
bayonet,  they  marched  him  across  the  frozen  river,  where  he  was  thrown 
into  the  Sugar  House  prison  where  he  was  kept  for  some  time  receiving 
severe  and  cruel  treatment  until  his  limbs  mortified,  finally  dying  September 
27,  1780.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  when  he  was  cap¬ 
tured,  and  carried  to  the  Sugar  House  prison.

In  1826,  John  Coleman  and  his  wife  sold  their  possessions  in  New  Jersey 
and  came  to  Canton,  Illinois,  bringing  the  entire  family  except  Benjamin, 
the  oldest  son,  who  remained  in  New  Jersey.  John  Coleman  died  May  2,  1843, 
and  Elizabeth  (Poole)  Coleman,  his  wife,  died  January  4,  1868.  Both  are 
buried  in  Greenwood  cemetery,  Canton,  Illinois. 
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JOHN  COLEMAN, 
CANTON,  ILLINOIS,  PIONEER 


In  the  summer  of  1826,  John  Coleman  started  from  his  home  in  New 
Jersey,  to  make  a  home  for  himself  and  family  on  the  prairies  of  central 
Illinois.  With  his  wife  and  thirteen  children  he  started  west,  coming  over 
the  Old  National  Trail,  through  the  Blue  Ridge  and  Allegheny  mountains. 
Besides  his  household  goods,  he  had  five  wagon-loads  of  dry  goods  and  groc¬ 
eries,  purchased  in  New  York  City.  This  was  a  long  and  perilous  journey 
over  the  mountains,  through  dense  forests,  and  across  swampy,  marshy 
tracts,  ungraded  narrow  roads,  rudely  constructed  bridges,  narrow  and  steep 
mountain  trails,  ferrying  the  rivers  and  fording  the  smaller  streams.  In  some 
places  along  the  journey  it  was  reputed  that  the  Indians  were  hostile  to  emi¬ 
grants  and,  therefore  it  was  necessary  to  be  on  the  alert.  But  the  four  older 
sons  ranged  in  age  from  17  to  23  years,  knew  perfectly  well  how  to  handle  a 
musket,  and  together  with  the  father,  made  a  formidable  foe.  However,  they 
encountered  no  serious  annoyance  from  this  source.  Finally  in  the  fall  of 
1826,  they  reached  Canton,  Illinois,  where  Mr.  Coleman  had  previously  pur¬ 
chased  seven  quarter-sections  of  land  lying  just  north  and  adjoining  what  is 
now  known  as  the  Original  Town  Plot,  and  now  marked  by  Ash  street.  At 
first  he  unloaded  his  goods  in  a  log  cabin  on  the  site  long  known  as  the  Child’s 
block,  which  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  West  Spruce  street,  on  the  east  by 
North  Avenue  A,  on  the  south  by  West  Locust  street,  and  on  the  west  by 
North  Avenue  B.  Here  he  displayed  for  sale  the  first  goods  ever  brought 
to  Canton  for  sale.  He  did  not  have  shelves  on  which  to  arrange  and  display 
his  goods,  nor  did  he  have  counters  as  we  have  today,  but  his  merchandise  was 
kept  in  boxes  or  bales,  placed  wherever  he  could  find  a  spot  for  them,  under 
the  beds  or  stacked  against  the  walls.  There  were  only  a  few  white  people 
living  in  the  vicinity  to  purchase  these  necessities,  but  his  trade  with  the 
Indians  was  quite  extensive.  He  is  reported  as  having  had  as  many  as  200 
red  customers  at  one  time. 

When  Mr.  Coleman  reached  Canton  he  found  that  a  part  of  his  land 
adjoining  and  lying  just  north  of  what  is  now  the  Original  Town  Plot,  had 
been  platted  and  some  of  these  lots  sold.  The  part  platted  was  just  the  size 
of  the  present  Original  Town  Plot,  and  contained  54  lots.  Mr.  Coleman  pro¬ 
ceeded  at  once  to  build  a  fence  along  his  south  line,  and  the  north  half  of  the 
Original  Town  Plot  was  thrown  back  into  the  field.  That  accounts  for  the 
present  Original  Town  Plot  beginning  with  lot  55.  Shortly  after  that,  Mr. 
Coleman  erected  a  building  on  his  own  land,  w7here  he  continued  his  mercan¬ 
tile  business.  This  building  was  a  double  log  house,  with  a  hall  running 
between,  and  from  this  hall  a  door  opened  into  each  house.  He  built  one  of 
these  for  a  store,  and  the  other  for  the  dwelling.  This  building  site  was  on 
North  Main  street,  just  north  of  the  present  city  limits,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
street,  on  the  C.  W.  Wilson  farm  near  the  old  well  in  the  ravine  just  north  of 
the  present  farm  house.  In  1829  he  obtained  a  license  to  operate  a  tavern.  He 
named  the  house  “Travelers  Rest,’’  and  no  house  in  the  Military  Tract  w7as 
better  known  to  travelers. 
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In  this  building,  Mr.  Coleman  kept  groceries  and  some  dry  goods  until 
1835.  On  June  18,  of  that  year.  Canton  and  vicinity  was  visited  by  a  terrific 
destructive  cyclone.  In  this  storm  five  people  were  killed,  including  Isaac 
Swan,  the  founder  of  the  present  city  in  1825.  Many  houses  were  blown  tb 
pieces  and  goods  and  furniture  scattered  over  the  prairies  and  forests  even 
to  Mason  County  across  the  Illinois  river.  Mr.  Coleman’s  store  was  destroyed 
and  a  large  number  of  clocks  and  Mackinaw  blankets  were  scattered  over  the 
prairie.  Many  of  the  wooden  wheels  of  the  clocks  were  found  over  in  Mason 
County.  After  that  he  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  agricultural  pursuits. 
He  did  much  to  develop  and  improve  the  resources  of  the  Canton  settlement. 
The  Coleman  family  were  all  industrious  and  in  a  few  years  they  had  in  culti¬ 
vation  the  largest  and  best  farm  in  Fulton  County.  They  planted  a  good 
orchard,  and  located  on  the  farm  a  blacksmith  shop  and  a  horse  mill  for  grind¬ 
ing  their  grain,  and  also  a  dairy  for  the  manufacture  of  butter  and  cheese. 

The  mill  which  he  built  was  on  Big  Creek  just  north  of  the  Fairview 
bridge,  on  West  Vine  street.  The  mill  was  celebrated  for  “making  haste” 
and  “meal”  slowly.  It  is  said  that  it  ran  so  slowly  that  the  dogs  were  in  the 
habit  of  chewing  the  belt  in  two  while  the  mill  was  running.  Mr.  Coleman 
would  call  to  Jerry,  who  drove  the  team,  to  know  what  was  the  matter.  Jerry 
would  reply  that  “the  gad-durned  dogs  had  chewed  the  band  in  two  again.” 

In  addition  to  managing  his  mercantile  affairs,  and  looking  after  his  vast 
farming  and  milling  interests,  he  engaged  in  the  business  of  making  axes,  at 
which  he  was  an  adept,  since  he  had  followed  this  occupation  to  some  extent 
in  New  Jersey.  On  every  ax  he  stamped  his  name,  and  guaranteed  to  replace 
or  make  good  if  there  were  any  defect.  For  this  necessary  tool  he  found  an 
extensive  and  ready  sale. 

At  that  time  there  were  no  such  institutions  as  banks  in  the  county.  But 
Mr.  Coleman  answered  such  need  very  well,  for  if  any  man  had  money  to 
loan,  Mr.  Coleman  would  borrow  it  if  he  could  get  it,  for  five  or  six  per  cent, 
and  would  loan,  if  he  found  a  man  who  needed  money  and  was  willing  to  pay 
ten  or  twelve  per  cent  interest,  with  good  security,  and  in  that  way  was  a  great 
benefactor  to  many  a  man  who  would  otherwise  have  lost  his  farm  for  failure 
to  pay  the  taxes  or  prevented  its  being  sold  for  debt.  He  was  regarded  as 
perfectly  honorable,  honest,  and  just  in  all  his  business  dealings,  and  his  word 
was  considered  as  good  as  his  note.  It  was  known  that  at  times  he  had  con¬ 
siderable  money  on  hand  and  it  was  a  question  where  he  kept  it.  Some  man 
doing  business  with  him  said  that  he  kept  it  in  an  iron  box  which  he  had 
made  and  which  he  kept  under  one  of  the  puncheon  boards  of  the  floor. 

John  Coleman  had  occasion  to  make  frequent  trips  back  to  New  York  to 
replenish  his  stock  of  goods  for  the  store.  Sometimes  his  wife  grew  homesick 
and  then  wished  she  could  see  again  the  white  rose  bush  blooming  in  the  door- 
yard  near  the  big  rock  at  her  old  home  at  Hackettstown,  New  Jersey.  On  one 
of  these  trips,  Mr.  Coleman  remembered  his  wife's  often-expressed  wish,  and 
he  dug  up  the  rose  bush,  put  it  in  a  tub  with  plenty  of  dirt  for  the  roots,  and 
hauled  it  all  the  way  to  Canton,  where  it  still  blooms  in  the  gardens  of  his 
descendants. 
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At  times  there  was  much  apprehension  in  the  new  colony  in  respect  to 
probable  Indian  raids  and  massacre.  In  1831,  Blackhawk,  an  Indian  brave, 
invaded  the  State  of  Illinois  with  hostile  intent,  and  with  his  band  was  perpe¬ 
trating  frightful  massacres  and  depredations  in  many  sections.  For  ages, 
Fulton  County  had  been  the  cherished  home  of  the  Indians.  Here  were  their 
favorite  hunting  grounds  and  loved  sugar  groves,  unsurpassed  on  the  whole 
continent.  Here  they  had  lived,  and  loved,  and  died.  Here  were  the  graves 
of  their  venerated  dead,  on  almost  every  knoll  along  the  Illinois  and  Spoon 
rivers.  These  white  settlements  had  encroached  upon  rightful  territory.  But 
tradition  leaves  us  no  account  of  any  trouble  with  the  Redmen  in  this  settle¬ 
ment  at  Canton. 

Mr.  Coleman’s  thrifty  habits,  and  industry  have  had  a  lasting  impress  on 
the  Canton  community.  At  his  death  his  large  estate  was  divided  among  his 
heirs.  Those  seven  quarter-sections  of  virgin  prairie  had  been  converted  into 
beautiful  farms  and  homesteads.  These  were  the  fertile  farms  of  the  late 
John  Coleman,  Jr.,  Ezra  P.  Coleman,  Amasa  L.  Coleman,  Sarah  (Coleman) 
Lawrence,  Elizabeth  (Coleman)  Wilson,  Mary  (Coleman)  Downing*,  and 
William  D.  Coleman.

As  the  settlements  in  Fulton  County  grew,  there  was  constant  necessity 
for  opportunity  to  have  their  grain  ground.  One  of  Mr.  Coleman’s  sons, 
Joseph  Coleman,  set  out  to  select  a  favorable  site  over  on  Spoon  river.  This 
he  found  at  the  spot  where  the  town  of  Bernadotte  now  stands,  and  at  this 
point  he  built  the  first  water  mill  ever  erected  on  Spoon  river.  The  farmers 
came  from  many  miles  around  to  have  their  grain  ground,  and  oftentimes 
had  to  stay  for  several  days.  The  enterprise  thus  established  suggested  to 
Mr.  Coleman  the  advisibility  of  laying  off  a  town.  Accordingly  in  1835  he 
platted  this  little  town,  one  of  the  oldest  in  Fulton  County,  and  called  it  by 
the  name  of  Fulton.  The  name,  however,  was  later  changed  to  Bernadotte. 
It  grew  rapidly  and  prospered  for  a  while,  but,  failing  to  secure  a  railroad, 
it  has  never  grown  much. 

Nathan  Coleman,  one  of  the  sons,  was  a  celebrated  hunter  of  the  Daniel 
Boone  type.  He  had  a  keen  eye  and  was  an  expert  rifleman.  No  game  within 
gun-shot  ever  escaped  his  accurate  aim  and  deadly  bullet.  He  wore  a  coon 
skin  cap  with  the  long  ringed  tail  dangling  down  the  back.  He  also  wore 
buckskin  trousers,  reinforced  in  the  seat,  so  that  when  pursuing  deer  or  other 
animals  down  the  slopes  of  the  ravines,  when  crusted  snow  covered  the 
ground,  he  made  a  toboggan  of  himself  and  slid  down  to  the  bottom.  He 
easily  provided  venison  and  wild  fowl  for  the  table. 

One  of  the  sons,  Stephen  Coleman,  was  the  fastest  runner  among  the 
pioneers. 
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In  pugilistic  combats,  the  belt  was  several  times  contested  for  between 
Stephen  Coleman  and  Emsley  Fonts.  The/  were  both  powerful  men  and 
nearly  equally  matched,  and  on  several  occasions  waged  desperate  war  with 
varying  success,  until  they  held  their  last  great  battle  which  was  never  for¬ 
gotten  by  the  pioneers.  The  fight  was  fierce,  long,  and  bloody.  Coleman,  it 
was  claimed,  struck  Fonts  before  the  latter  was  entirely  divested  of  his  coat, 
which  gave  Coleman  a  great  advantage,  and  Fouts,  after  a  gallant  struggle, 
was  forced  to  yield.  Coleman's  friends  raised  him  on  their  shoulders  and 
made  a  triumphal  march  to  the  public  square  and  back.  Fouts,  thus  defeated, 
determined  to  renew  the  contest,  and  a  few  weeks  later  came  to  Canton  to 
meet  his  antagonist.  While  Coleman  was  taking-  off  his  leather  coat,  Fouts 
struck  him.  Coleman  was  not  easily  handled,  however,  and  soon  was  stripped 
and  in  fighting  trim.  The  fight  was  a  desperate  one  and  it  was  soon  apparent 
that  neither  would  acknowledge  defeat.  Finally  Coleman's  friends  parted  them 
and  ever  after  neither  could  be  induced  to  attack  the  other.  (Taken  from 
Swan's  History  of  Canton.)

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III.  JOHN  COLEMAN,  JR.,  was  a  son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Redden'' 
Coleman.  Re  was  born  at  Drakestown,  N.  J.  His  first  wife  was 
Margaret  Hike  whom  he  married  in  New  Jersey.  He  and  his  family 
came  to  Canton  with  his  father,  John  Coleman,  in  1826.  Among  the 
children  of  this  family  there  have  been  preserved  some  military  para¬ 
phernalia  and  some  old  swords.  These  may  have  been  the  possession 
of  their  mother,  Margaret  (Lake)  Coleman,  or  they  may  have  been 
handed  down  from  their  grandmother  Margaret  (Hedden)  Coleman, 
whose  father,  Joseph  Hedden,  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  fmd  the  lineage  of  Margaret  (Lake) 
Coleman.  So  we  do  not  know  that  her  ancestors  were  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  wrar.  In  military  records,  however,  we  find  several  Lakes  in 
the  Revolution.

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THE  SUTTONS 


Nathan  and  Sarah  (Coleman)  Sutton,  sister  of  John  Coleman,  moved 
from  New  Jersey  to  Michigan  and  purchased  property  which  belonged  to 
their  son,  Benjamin,  who  had  previously  taken  his  family,  consisting  of  his 
wife  and  six  children,  to  that  place.  Benjamin  Sutton  was  the  first  settler 
in  Washtena  County,  Michigan,  where  he  planted  many  apple  seeds  and  apple 
trees  which  he  had  taken  from  his  home  in  New  Jersey.  The  road  from  his 
farm  to  Ann  Arbor  is  yet  known  as  the  Sutton  Road.  After  Benjamin  had 
sold  his  Michigan  farm  to  his  father,  he  purchased  1,100  acres  of  land  in 
the  beautiful  Sangamon  Valley,  near  Chandlerville,  Illinois,  where  his 
descendants  in  that  locality  are  quite  numerous.  Below  is  a  copy  of  a  letter 
written  by  John  Coleman,  of  Canton,  to  his  sister,  Sarah  (Coleman)  Sutton, 
in  Michigan,  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago.

Canton,  Fulton  County,  State  of  Illinois. 

20th  June  1836 

Dear  Brother  and  Sister :  1  take  this  opportunity  to  write  to  you  that 
we  are  all  in  a  reasonable  state  of  health.  Blessed  be  God  for  His 
goodness  to  us.  We  hope  these  few  lines  will  find  you  and  yours  enjoy¬ 
ing  the  same  blessings.  I  have  not  heard  from  you  in  a  long  time  but 
if  you  receive  this  please  to  write  to  me  by  mail  and  let  me  know  how 
you  all  do  and  how  you  like  your  part  of  the  land.  At  what  place  I  can 
direct  a  letter  to,  to  reach  you.  Our  friends  John  Swegel  and  sister 
Hannah  are  well  and  all  our  connections  here.  My  son  John  and 
Stephen  live  adjoining  farms  to  me.  Our  daughter  Sally  was  married 
last  winter  to  William  Lawrence,  son  of  Stephen  A.  Lawrence  of  New 
Jersey.  My  son  Nathan  also  was  married  last  winter.  Our  county  is 
settling  very  fast,  and  land  is  rising  very  fast.  I  sold  255  acres  this  week 
for  six  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  I  believe  can  get  $20  per  acre 
for  a  thousand  acres  more  the  farm  I  live  on.  I  have  been  quite  weak 
and  feeble  for  18  months  back  but  am  getting  considerable  better.  I  have 
been  to  your  son  Benjamin’s  frequently.  He  lives  about  fifty  miles  from 
me.  They  were  all  well  last  fall.  He  has  a  beautiful  prospect  for  a 
farm  and  mill  privileges  as  ever  I  saw.  He  is  building  a  grist  and  saw 
mill.  Wheat  crops  in  this  country  have  failed  this  year,  and  grain  is 
high  here,  wheat  is  one  dollar,  corn  fifty  cents  per  bushel.

I  have  not  had  any  letter  from  Jersey  lately.  My  son  Beniamin 
wrote  me  last  summer  that  r  e  would  move  to  our  place  last  fall  but  I 
have  heard  nothing  from  him  since.  I  heard  that  sister  Mehitable  is 
dead.  My  son  Stephen  brought  word  last  fall  a  year  ago  that  sister 
Azuba  and  Anna  were  well  then.  John  Swegel’s  children  are  all  married. 

Our  country  proves  to  be  generally  very  healthy.  Our  town  of  Canton 
is  improving  very'  fast.  There  are  seven  stores  in  it  and  supposed  to 
be  one-hundred  thousand  dollars  worth  of  goods  in  it  at  this  time.  We 
have  meetings  and  schools  here  the  same  as  in  Jersey,  where  we  came 
from.  Any  information  you  want  let  me  know  and  I  will  write  you 
with  pleasure.

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THE  POOLE  FAMILY 
Pole — Poole — Pool 


The  Poole  family  is  of  Norman  origin.  The  family  name  of  Poole  is  of 
Teutonic  origin.  The  first  person  to  whom  the  name  applied  owned  landed 
property  lying  about  a  lake  or  pool.  The  family  name  originally  stood 
De  La  Pole.  It  so  remained  until  the  family  went  to  England.  The  family  is 
distinctly  traced  to  A.  D.  1065.  The  original  ancestors  came  over  with  William 
the  Conqueror  A.  D.  1066.  The  name  was  both  ancient  and  honorable.  (Fr. 
Poule.)  (Danish  and  Dutch,  Pod.)  (German,  Phul  and  Pfuhl.) — Newberry 
Library,  E-7-P  787. 

John  De  La  Pole  (Poole)  or  John  of  the  Lake  (traced  1065).  Original 
ancestors  came  over  to  England  with  William  the  Conqueror  in  1066. 

Edward  the  Confessor,  king  of  England,  died  January  5,  1066-  When 
William,  the  Duke  of  Normandy,  styled  William  the  Great,  by  men  of  his 
day,  and  as  William  the  Conqueror  he  stamped  himself  on  our  history,  heard 
of  his  death,  he  at  once  raised  an  army  of  60,000  knights  from  the  Giivalry 
of  Normandy,  and  soon  had  a  fleet  of  a  thousand  vessels  to  transport  them 
across  the  Channel  into  England.  On  Christmas  Day  A.  D.  1066  he  was 
crowned  king  of  England,  William  I,  and  the  Norman  conquest  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  the  native  Anglo-Saxon  monarchy  of  England  was  forever  ended. 
(Clare’s  History  of  the  World.)  (Green’s  History  of  the  English  People.) 

In  the  Poole  history  the  first  one  of  prominence  we  meet,  is  Sir  Richard 
Pole  K.  G.  (Knight  of  the  Golden  Garter)  who  married  Elizabeth,  Countess 
of  Salisbury,  daughter  of  George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  brother  of  Richard  III 
and  Edward  IV.  Their  children  were  so  near  the  throne,  that  Henry  VII 
and  Henry  VIII  slaughtered  them  to  make  their  own  hold  on  it  secure.  The 
countess  and  their  son,  Lord  Montacute,  were  beheaded.  Her  son.  Count 
Reginald  Pole,  kept  cautiously  out  of  their  reach.  Henry  Pole,  Baron  Monta¬ 
cute,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  Jan.  5,  1525  by  Henry  VIII.  Attainted 
and  beheaded.  Edward  III  founded  K.  G.  1352. —  (Introduction  Poole  His¬ 
tory.)— Newberry  Library,  E7P787. 

In  ecclesiastical  affairs  the  family  in  England  have  been  prominent.  Regi¬ 
nald  Pole  was  a  cardinal  and  archbishop  of  Canterbury  during  the  reign  of 
his  cousin,  Queen  Mary. 

David  (or  Daniel  Pole)  was  bishop  of  Peterborough. 

Arthur  William  Poole  was  bishop  of  the  English  church  in  Japan  1882-4. 

Among  English  authors  have  been:  John  Poole,  dramatist;  Mathew 
Poole,  the  Learned,  non-conformist;  Arthur  Stanley  Poole,  Orientalist;  Regi¬ 
nald  Stuart  Poole,  librarian  of  the  British  Museum. 

Among  artists  is  Paul  Falconer  Poole,  R.  A.  (Royal  Academy).,  the 
historical  painter;  Julian  Poole  was  an  eminent  portrait  painter. —  (History 
of  the  Poole  Family  by  M.  E.  Poole.) — Newberry  Library.

Only  fifteen  years  after  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  from  the 
Mayflower  at  Plymouth  Rock,  the  Poole  family  was  planted  on  American 
soil,  the  ancestors  coming  from  England.  Edward  Poole,  born  at  Weymouth, 
England,  in  1609,  came  from  there  to  Boston,  Mass.,  and  founded  Weymouth, 
Mass,  in  1635;  died  1664.  He  married  Sarah  Pynney,  daughter  of  John 
Pynney.  He  fled  from  the  religious  persecution  in  England  that  he  might 
worship  God  in  his  own  way. —  (Vol.  VIII  National  Cyclopedia  of  American 
Biography,  p.  257.) 

On  a  tombstone  in  the  North  burial  ground  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  erected 
to  William  Pole,  afterwards  written  Poole,  is  the  following  epitaph : 

The  epitaph  of  William  Pole,  which  he  himself  made  while  he 
was  yet  living,  in  remembrance  of  his  own  death  and  left  it  to  be 
engraven  on  his  tomb,  that  so  being  dead  he  might  warn  posterity 
or  assemblance  of  a  dead  man  bespeaking  the  reader. 

Ho,  passenger,  ’tis  worth  thy  pains  to  stay, 

And  take  a  dead  man’s  lesson  by  the  way. 

I  was  what  now  thou  art,  and  thou  shalt  be 
What  I  am  now,  what  odds  ’twixt  me  and  thee. 

Now  go  thy  way,  but  stay,  take  one  word  more, 

Thy  staff  for  aught  thou  knowest  stands  next  the  door. 

Death  is  the  door,  yea  door  of  Heaven  or  Hell. 

Be  warned,  be  armed,  believe,  repent,  farewell. 

The  inscription  is  as  follows : 

Here  lieth  buried  the  body  of  Mr.  William  Poole,  age 
81  years,  who  died  the  25th  of  February  in  the  vear 
1674. 

At  the  foot  may  be  seen  what  was  probably  intended  for  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  family.  (Vol.  Ill,  New  England  History  and  Genealogy,  Regis¬ 
ter,  page  381.) 

John  Poole  purchased  a  tract  of  land  in  Morris  County,  N.  J.,  and  estab¬ 
lished  the  Poole  family  in  that  county.  Giester,  Morris  County,  was  the  home 
of  Samuel  Coleman,  father  of  Benjamin  Coleman,  the  father  of  John  Cole¬ 
man.  Morris  County  was  also  the  home  of  several  of  the  Poole  families  liv¬ 
ing  at  Mendham.  The  first  authentic  account  we  have  given  in  “Chamber’s 
Early  Germans  of  New  Jersey,”  is  that  “Jeremiah  Poole  and  Joanna  Poole, 
his  wife,  came  from  Mendham,  and  bought  200  acres  at  Cross  Roads,  Drakes- 
town,  N.  J.,  where  he  kept  tavern  in  1801.”  Their  descendants  are  given 
below. 

Jeremiah  Poole’s  service  in  the  Revolutionary  war  is  recorded  in  the 
archives  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  and  his  descendants  are  entitled  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  D.  A.  R.  and  S.  A.  R.  organizations.

Az,  a  lion  rampant  ar.  between  eight  fieurs-de-lis  or. 

Crest — A  stag’s  head  caboosed  gu.  the  attires  harry  of  six  or.  and  az. 

The  shield  divided  by  six  gold  and  blue  horizontal  bands.  On  the  shield 
a  lion  in  blue,  standing  erect  on  his  hind  legs,  between  eight  gold  lilies.  The 
crest  was  a  stag’s  head,  in  blue,  looking  right  forward  or  full-faced,  with 
horns  of  red. 
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BEARD  FAMILY 
Bard — Baird — Beard 


These  names  are  interchangeable.  We  found  a  deed  given  for  the  sale 
of  some  real  estate,  where  the  man  had  signed  his  name  Beard,  and  his  wife 
had  signed  Baird.  The  name  Bard  is  first  found  in  the  celebrated  “Landatna 
Bok,”  a  work  of  extraordinary  antiquity,  one  of  the  earliest  of  Iceland.  It  is, 
without  doubt,  a  characteristic  name  and  of  Norse  origin.  It  was  probably 
carried  to  Normandy  by  some  follower  of  Rollo,  thence  to  Scotland  and 
England.  “Bard,  a  singer,”  is  Welsh.  A  Bard,  Baird,  or  Beard  might  have 
been  so  mighty  a  singer  as  to  have  made  that  class  assume  the  name.  The 
Norse  meaning  is  “hard,”  that  is,  brave,  strong,  indomitable.  In  “Memorial 
of  the  Huguenots,”  Rev.  A.  Stapleton  gives  the  names  of  two  Bairds,  Fran¬ 
cois  and  William,  who  emigrated  from  Lorraine  in  1754  (probably  to  Ire¬ 
land)  and  later  to  America.  Seigneur  de  Bard  was  with  William  the  Con¬ 
queror  in  1066.  Huge  de  Bard  was  witness  to  the  “safe  conduct,”  granted  by 
King  Richard  I  to  King  William  the  Lion,  1194. 

The  coat  of  arms  of  the  Signori  de  Bard  was  blue  scattered  with  cross 
stars  and  shafts  of  gold  and  on  this  two  barbi.  Originally  the  arms  of  the 
Bairds  were  a  fesse,  in  chief  three  mullets,  the  same  arms  as  those  of  the 
Washingtons,  to  which  the  Bairds  added  a  boar  passant  by  way  of  difference. 
A  mullet  was  the  heraldic  representation  of  a  knight’s  spur  and  is  very  similar 
to  a  star,  save  that  it  is  pierced  in  the  center  when  properly  represented.  The 
idea  of  the  blue  field  and  stars  of  the  American  flag  was  supposed  to  have  been 
taken  from  Washington’s  coat  of  arms. —  (“Baird  and  Beard  Families,”  New¬ 
berry  Library,  Chicago,  Illinois.  E7B164,  pp.  15,16,17.) 

Martin  Bard  and  his  wife  Sevilla  emigrated  to  America,  on  the  “Betsy” 
1737.  They  came  to  Philadelphia,  and  settled  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania.

In  the  history  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  Christian  Beard  served 
as  a  private  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  He  served  in  Capt.  Linchfield  Sharp’s 
company  of  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Elias 
Edmonson,  of  Gen.  Stephen’s  brigade.  On  Jan.  28,  1783  he  married  Mary 
Grim.  The  minister  performing  the  ceremony  was  Simon  Harr  of  Shenan¬ 
doah  County,  Virginia. 

Philip  Beard  was  a  son  of  Christian  and  Mary  (Grim)  Beard.  Philip 
moved  with  his  family  from  Lexington,  Rockbridge  County,  Virginia,  to  Can¬ 
ton,  Illinois,  in  1845.

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THE  WINEGARS 


The  earliest  ancestor  to  whom  the  Winegars  in  America  have  been  able  to 
trace  kinship  with  directness  and  certainty,  was  Ulric  (Oliver)  Winegar,  a 
native  of  Switzerland.  This  “pioneer  and  patriarch”  of  the  Winegar  family, 
came  to  America  in  1710  with  the  colony  known  as  the  “Palatines,”  under  the 
protection  of  Oueen  Ann.  The  tract  of  land  on  which  he  settled  on  the  Hudson 
river  is  known  to  this  day  as  Winegar’s  Hand. — (Winegar,  Rockbridge 
County,  Virginia.  Morton.  Newberry  Library.  F86375.  59  p.  545.) 

In  the  Lexington,  Virginia,  court  house  records  we  find  that  Moses 
Winegar  and  his  wife  Martha,  deeded  to  Philip  Beard,  as  trustee,  to  his  wife 
Nancy  (Winegar)  Beard  and  children  a  tract  of  land  containing  311  acres  on 
the  waters  of  Buffalo  Creek.  This  deed  was  made  April  1,  1835.  On  the  15th 
of  July,  1845,  Philip  Beard  sold  this  land  for  $1,484.47  to  David  Kyger.  At 
this  time  Nancy  (Winegar)  Beard  was  deceased,  and  $800  was  paid  to  the 
heirs.  Philip  Beard  married  for  second  wife,  Julia  Fisher.  Philip  Beard 
and  Julia  Beard  signed  the  deeds  to  David  Kyger.  This  land  is  located  in 
Rockbridge  County,  Virginia,  about  6  miles  southwest  of  Lexington,  not  a 
great  distance  from  the  Great  Natural  Bridge.  A  short  distance  west  of  this 
land  is  the  old  Moses  Winegar  homestead,  now  owned  and  occupied  by  J. 
Henry  Leech.  The  large  two-story  stone  house  was  built  by  Moses  Winegar 
more  than  a  hundred  years  ago.

February  28,  1863,  on  a  farm  two  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Canton,  Illinois,  a  son  of  Ezra  Poole 
Coleman  and  Sarah  (Beard)  Coleman.  He  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Rush  Medical  College  in  1884,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  began  practice  in  Canton.  He  attained  a  note¬ 
worthy  reputation  as  a  physician  and  surgeon.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Fulton  County  Medical  Society,  the 
Illinois  State  Medical  Society,  and  the  Military  Tract 
Medical  Society;  also  a  Fellow  in  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons. 

Dr.  Coleman  not  only  attained  the  highest  success 
as  a  doctor,  but  also  maintained  an  active  interest  in 
the  schools,  the  park,  and  all  the  activities  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  touched  the  entire  life  of  the  city  through 
constant  participation  in  welfare  organizations  of  every 
sort.  He  was  always  lifting  up  to  higher  levels  the 
life  of  everyone  and  inspiring  all  to  noble  endeavor. 

Dr.  Coleman  was  noble  of  nature  and  kind  of  deed. 
He  was  deeply  devoted  to  his  home  and  kindred,  and 
loved  music,  nature,  and  every  living  creature.  He 
was  a  citizen  of  the  highest  type,  always  charitable,  and 
gained  the  profound  respect  of  all.  For  fifty-three 
years  he  gave  comfort  and  counsel,  cared  for  the  sick 
and  suffering,  generously  befriended  the  poor,  and  was 
a  true  friend  to  hundreds  and  thousands  of  people. 
Truly,  he  lived  “not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  min¬ 
ister.”  His  memory  is  cherished  in  loving  reverence.
